The operations of the Freueh govern- 
ment in Mexico have excited more than 
ordinary interest in the United States. | 
Napoleon would not have made bis as- 
sault upon Mexican Nationality had it 
not been for the Southern Rebellion. He 
knew that our goverament could not 
easily interfere with bis plans and also 
attend to the war southern traitors had 
forced upon it. He hopes to establish-a F 
firm morarebp there before our wer is 
settled ; and trusts that we will forget 
the Monroe Doctrine when contempla- 
ting thé improved condition of that coun- 
try—for we are frank to say—that al- 
most any form of government affording 
security to life and property is better 
than any Mexico has enjoyed for many 
years. Napoleen is also cunning. He 
is gradually withdrawing the French 
troops ; supplying their places with mer- 
cenary soldiers. By-and-bye Maximilian 
will stand on bis own strength; and, if 
be falls, the wily Frenchman will not be

All political power, the legislature 
and the territorial offic -s. are now. and 
hitherto have been under the control 
und disposal of the Mormon Church. The 
ane? power of the Territory may 
justly be said, therefore, to have been 
in the past a pure Theocracy. 

The gentiles, so ealled, (those apart 
from the Mormon Charch,) have been al- 
lou ed no polkical power, have exercis- 
ed neinfluence upon the legislature ; ar d 
instead: of protection, bave only found 
abuse and oppression in the laws en- 
ucted by the, lopal legislature. ‘The 
‘Mormon population far exceeds that of 
other citizens ; they reside near the seat 
of government, and possess every ability 
to perpetuate by ſorer and fruad tbeir 
present Tbeocratie Tyratny. This con- 
dition of things, socially aud politically, 
80 oppressive to the people of this dis- 
trict, loudly demands redress; and is a 
rebuke to our national boast of equal 
laws and equal liberty. yy 
On the subject of Mormon outrages 
the Grand Jury sass: 

We further make 
‘special reference to the following grie 
vances, which are as‘disgraceful to the 
age of our country as they are oppres- 


e Mormon peeple gre at present 
bitterly hostile to the om 
United States; are ir thei constant prae- 
tice of violating the Organic Act, and 
commit daily outrages upen the persons 
‘and liberty of American citizens. 
They make and unmake laws ad'libdi- 
tum, withont regard to the Constitution, 
and commit murder and the highest 
crimes in defiance of the United States 
authority, and iu contempt of law. They 
not only disable the Federal courts by 
refusing and neglecting to provide means 
ifor the eustenance a. the cotirts, but they 
‘trample upon the law, deride the Fede- 
ral judges and resist the executive offic- 
ers. In their legislature they make 
ly speeial laws und in violation of the 
Constitution. In their administration of 
law they screen crime and oppress the 
right, by disfrauchising aad murdering 
individuals, merely for being American 
citizens. 
| They prostitute their own females and 
have debauched helpless American wo- 
men; and with systematic barburity, 
bave incited the Indian savages to attack 
and murder large bodies of unprotected 
people. We might prolong this detail 
of infamy and crime to the end of the 
‘catalogue of offences did time permit, 
or if it were necessary to sbow the ne- 
cessity of some immediate and adequate 
protection by Congress.
